Congressman Converse, 
of Ohio, and Senator Plumb, of Kan- 
sas, advocated the restoration of the 
old tariff; and a resolution was finally 
passed: "That the officers of thin As- 
sociation are instructed to use Ihcir 
best efforts to bring belore Congress in 
the most effective possible manner ihe 
demands of ihe wool growers of the 
United States, through this National 
Association, for the restoration of the 
tariff on wool."

#ho hog from whom tho Chinamen descended I" 
Won't yon soe, the Celestials have beaten 
Darwin on tho theory of tho descent of man. 
It is only natural, then, that among Chino- 
mori hogs should onjoy full rights of citizen- 
Bhip. Liko dogs, they randor wherever they 
please, A Chinem nti-wt without a nurabor 
of hogs is an impossibility, Aro thoro many 
hogs In China? 1 should think no, On a 
singlo holiday in memory of their Aiicofltors— 
not tlio original ancostora, tho hogs, but 
morely human ancontoni—tha ColostliilM eat 
fully (J.50,000 hogs.

It 
is boliovod thafc tho swallows who build their 
nests on tho sen rocks cover tliolr nosts and 
glue thorn to tlio rock« wlfch tho julco of sea 
cano, which, on being dried, looks like mucil- 
aginous mojubrano. On tho market thoso 
nests aro found in tho shape of a hftiuinuhero 
of tho'Hisie of a half orange pool.

Jt.s profiles, though rigorously truo to the 


purest and most oxquisll/o principles' ol 
Ool.hlf! art, shoot forth so boldly us to make 
tho ilosh creep and tho head turn giddy. 
With tho exception of tho ringers, who novel 
go hlghor than tho part of tho tower whpre 
the bolls hang, and tho surveyor of historical 
niomimontfl, who protends ho lias clone it, nc

However, oo, after all, poor humanity al- 


ways manages to Bocur,o, at any cost, a small 
share of happiness iu the midst of its four) 
and il« sorrows, tho citizens of Salnt-Vrain 
lived in ponco with their steeple, though look' 
jn'g at it occasionally with a scared and doubt 
fill look, for In fuel;, with tho exception ol 
tho stranger who had gono mad, tho oldest 
inhabitant could not remember that it had 
caused any disaster. Tho harmony botwoou 
the hum bio parifth and tho formidable atooph 
would liayo continued to this very time, had 
not an unexpected accident, caused raoroovei 
by a powor worthy of so colossal an opponent, 
impaired tho majesty of tho monument Iry 
destroying lt« most 
sublime ornament, 


Lightning had struck tho woathor-cook ol 
the stooplo, and thoro remaluocl of it nothing 
Hint fragments. 


'flilfl event dlsttirlwd ovory soul iu the vil- 


lage. Superstitious poopto saw in it a fata) 
onion for the oluirch, for tho town, for the 
harvest; tho enlightened parishioners won 
grieved by it as by an irropalrablo accident, 
depriving them of tho only vano to bo relied 
on, Thoro had always boon a woathor-cooli 
on tho stooplo of tho church, and now then 
would bo none. Thoy woro used to it and 
they loved it; thoy lovod it all tho moro thai 
thoy hod lost It, mid with no ohanco of hav- 
ing it replaced, as, in everybody's opinion, 
it was hold impossible to roach tho summit ol 
tho splro. 


As is often tho case whon somo groat dis- 


aster Is browing, a sinister shadow of th< 
supernatural had thrown a mystery on thli 
event. 
By constantly looking at thorn 


mains of tho thundor-struck bird, still hang- 
ing motionless at tho top of tho cross, 
jwoplo discovorod with terror ^hat, soon froit 
the door of thto presbytery, thte shapolom 
object otchod out on tho «ky tho silhouette oJ 
tho evil ono, nnd so perfect was tho llkonoa 
that it w«s possible to see iu that foci tin 
premonition of a moro than ordinary casualty, 


Now everybody was acquainted with th< 


very strange logond of how tho blessed Pan- 
oraco, prior of tho PromontroB, bolng ouo claj 
praying and at tho snrao tlrao thinking fex 
much of tho future greatness of his church, 
thon in course of construction, tho devil had 
wickedly thrown under his hood a sentiment 
of prido; tho holy man, whilo hurrying 6vo» 
an act of contrition, had slyly drawn his boadi 
from his waist, and had thrown thorn around' 
tho devil's nock, Thon after dragging the 
roguo several time* about his coll, sprinkling 
holy water over him at the same time, ho had 
forced him to promise to keep in perfect ro- 
pair tho church from tho foundations to the 
summit of tbe cross, usquo ad oonsumuuv 
tionom Boeoulorum, 


But he had not mentioned tho weather* 


eookj no allusion to it could be found in thi 
legond, and most evidently tho devjl wai 
now wreaking his spite ou the poor bird, 


The dean of Saint-Vrain, who was a vorj 


enlightened priest, was soon made cognizant 
of these silly stories, He took thorn as a text 
for a sermon in which he reprimanded sovoro 
ly the rash and superstitious people wh« 
dnrod to mix up tho name of Satan with tut 
history of the most renorated founder of thi 
church, and ended by forbidding his flock tc 
spook any longer about this affair, announo- 
tng, moreover, that tho vane WM going to be 
replaced.

faft-urwl In Paris by a man whoso add row 
was given, 


A fortnight later tho bird was brought to 


Uio presbytery, whore, after being carefully 
unpacked, it WIIH exhibited to the uurlosity 
ami admirafcioti of the faithful. 


During tho fmv days that tho reception* 


the bird did not show much colir* 


t«sy to I to vlslt4;r»; its crost, cut out In 
sharp jx>int«, lacerated severely tho lljw of 
n young child who had leaned over the 
arms of his mother to kiss his head ; ita boak 
opened the forelnmd of a little girl who wax 
pushed too near by Ixjys scrambling to got n 
l>uttcr view; tho point of its tail caught tho 
tnirpllco of the priest and lore it 1>adJy. 


Btriuigo to say, even tho animals soomod to 


ex|X)rienco, at tho sight of it, a repulHion not 
unmixed with terror; the priest's dog growled 
at it, hanging his hood with a sacred look, 
and, when, at some distance, turned to bark; 
the cub would sit in, front of it, staring 
strangely with Us green eyos; then, arching 
iu back would go away, sketching fantastic 
circumvolutions in the air with its tail This 
ill-omened inlluence, so evident and no con- 
stant, finally dixturbod tho mind of tho priest 
hliiiKolf, so much HO that ono day, whon tho 
placing of tho bird was spoken of, tho worthy 
diviiui could not help saying to ono of his col-

IH) rid of this horrid boast," Baying which, 
whether Influenced by remorse for this flash 
of sii|H>rstltlon or from norne fatal presenti- 
ment, he stared for a mojnont, bunt his head, 
and made tho sign of tho cross. Now that 
you know tho locality and tho prologue of 
tho tragedy, I will show you tho victim.

Ho passes 
his hand aerosw his forehead, rubs his chin, 
names Iris reward; HO much for tho ]K>lo, so 
much for tho ropos, so%iuch for tho hooks 
and rings, HO much for tho trouble - 


And for the life? • 
. Tho risks are not paid for; that is bin 
biiKinoss, 


Tho bargain is concluded. He bows with n 


sin lie and retires. As ho crosses tho thres- 
hold, thu good priest, suddenly soiml by ter- 
rible anguish, calls him back, inquires in a 
tender voice if he is very sure of his strength 
and courage, if ho does not fear giddiness, if 
ho has well foreseen and calimlatod all thu 
dangers of tho undertaking, 


Tho man looks ab hint with an astonished 


air, pulls up his sleeve to show his arms, 
strikes with his hand his enormous limbs, 
swells out his ehost, and, lifting 
his 


head, stands erect like a 
to scale tho heavens, And 
[tool- man, to rest. 


Now Is tho time. Tho sun has risen two 


hours since, llofroshwl by a good sl6ep, 
restored by a solid meal, tho bravo tiler 
climbs the steps of tho steeple, followed by 
tho two assistants who carry up to the plat- 
form the woathor-oook, tho pole and the 
ropes, 


All Iho population of Saint-Vrain, swelled 


by h' concourse 'of people from tho mil-round- 
ing parishes, crowds at tho foot of tho steeple. 
Tho gendarmes, keeping sentry, come and go, 
with a mdeneod step, around tho parvlso, to 
maintain an empty space in case "something" 
should /'all from the top of tho spire. The 
largo door of tho nave, opening on tho side 
of the tower, is closed to tho public. In the 
church some old women, with anxious, 
pitying hoarta, burn

priest, turning with a

hand tho pages of his breviary, bustles about 
In tho vestry-room, nofe daring to go but to

Hiiddonly a sort of yelling, dull and pro- 


longod, rises from tho midst of tho crowd 
gathered in tho streets; tho man has appeared 
on tho platform. Partly soon within tho 
o|wnlng of tho door, ho scorns to bo pulling at 
something, and, In fact, Is unrolling tho ropes 
that ho lays in bundles on tho edge of the 
parapet* Ho afterwards oan bo scon putting 
up along tho base nf tho splro a polo higher 
than himself, and finally wrapping In some 
covering the vano which he deposits Iwtwoon 
the parapet and the wall, 


He is at tho foot of tho splro. A horisjoutal 


ledge, throo fot^t wide, allows him to stand 
and to walk. Ho goes aroud tho splro and 
encircles it tightly with a thick rope fastened 
by a running knot. Within this rope he 
liaasc's two others which are hanging and 
fastened, one to thu .bird, the other to the 
pole. 


And now lie starts, Facing the roof, ho 


has girded his loins with tho think rope, the 
running knot of which he tightens until it 
ilraws him near enough to the roof, and thon 
(wing his hands and knees, ho pushes himself 
sideways, rising a little at every movement, 
tracing thus the llrst turn of tho spiral which 
brings him to tho first projecting stone, 
Thoro ho fixes a hook fastened to his breast 
by a strong leather strap, and, with his two 
disengaged hands, ho unloosens tho sliding 
knot, tightens the thick rope, begins his sec- 
ond revolution, and roaches the second pro- 
jecting tttono. 


Forty times during an hour that sooinod 
ongor than 
a 
century 
tho terrified 


spectators saw him 
appear and dis- 


appear successively higher, higher and 
higher, quicker and quicker, the ascension 
becoming easier as tho diameter of tho spire 
decreased, 


Ho thus brought his hood on a level with 


tho small circular platform which supports 
tho cross. He was thon seen to cross his logs 
around the point, tho narrow diameter of 
which permitted this movement, and tighten- 
ing again tho bolt of thick rope which tied 
him to tho roof, ho wiped his forehead with 
his sleeve, and remained motionless, his head 
bent forward as if to breathe a little, Then 
ho took from his pocket a flask of brandy, 
and diiauk two or throe draughts, 


It has been often repeated since, that to 


the brandy must b» ascribed the disaster, 
Did ho drink too ranch or too littb «t it, how 
can we know? Who can say to wnat a de- 
gree of exhaustion ho had fallen! And if hr 
was frightened! 


When we think 
of tho amount of 


strength and skill he had displayed to reach 
the height ho had attained, may we not 
think it possible that a man capable of 
such superhuman cQurof e hod, with M 
much prooisenoM and prudenoa«s an expert' 
onoed physician, counted tho, drops of the 
, 


salutary but dangerous cordiali 


From where he was he co§.ld touch easily 


the foot of the cross. He was seen after some 
minutes of rest, moving bis arms several 
times around the four iron bars which fix it. 
Ho bad cotltxl the rope around it two or throe 
time*, and, having attached to that support 
the hook fastened to his breast, he wiced two 
of tho iron bars, let go the support under 
his foot, and contracting hi! arms, hoisted 
himself up so as to kneel on the platform, 
Then meowing with a fiance the height of 
tho cross, ho discovered with Mtiefaotlon that 
it was eoarotly ten feet, and, as his pole woe 
twelve feet long, he saw, that he would re- 
quire to fasten it but ouce, which shortened 
aud simplified the last p*i<t of the a»- 
oent He stood up, Pfjeed 
tbe rope 


around tbe ihaft of the , 07011 to which he 
fix*! hl« breast hook, wised one ol the thin- 
ner cordi tied to the thick one, and drfw up 
the pole, left until then at' the foot of the 
roof.-

This pole, armed atTto further extremity 


with a throe-pronged grapnel, had at equal 
Intervals projecting pads of twisted leather 
and wire. The man hookod the grapnel of 
tbo pole to the top of tho crown, and in a fow 
minute*, by the help of his brooat book and of 
tho tiler's straps fastened to bis know, 
climbed up the polo as if it hod boon a knotted 
rope, but with thte advantage, that the polo, 
being stiff, maintained, and kept in position 
by tho grapnel, did not swing. 


Flo easily managed to slip uidowise between 


thu

|X)}'t to his arms, and finally enabled him to 
sit on tho summit of the cross, his breast 
against tho pivot of tho vano, which rose

He fontenod himself to this, npindlo, and, 


with tho help of thejvocond cord, tho end of 
which ho hold, hoisted up tho bird from tho 
te^ftf platform, 


At this point ol rny narrative I cannot 


be** remarking how fantastic death is in ita 
executions. As tills unfortunate man had to 
:lio, waflitnot easier to lot some tilo full on 
lii.H head} But no, tho grim monster has his 
whims, and whilo he rocks some people 
to everlasting sloop with a mother's tender 
iiaro, tie grants final deliverance to others 
only at tho prleo of endless pain and trouble, 
It wan written above tliat this wretched man 
ihould pay In a single day for all tho suffer- 
ing from which hi» humblo life had so far 
pi'ttsorvod him, and that ho should exhaust all 
lift strength, all his courage, to climb to Uio 
giddy height whore death awaited him. 


I am not aware that any musician over 


thought of nothing but tbo chorus yelled by 
a, human crowd jjossossod by the frenzy of 
snthusiamn, but at last whon the man stood 
upright iu the air, bolder than tho told edi- 
fice over which ho was towering,wild accla- 
mations sprung up with terrible harmony 
towards the poor wretch who had caused 
them. 


It was his ruin. 
Up to this fatal'moment his humblo heart, 


his narrow intelligence, could not havo on- 
tortolnod tho idea that ho was in tho oyes of 
the world anything but tho bird that passes 
,>r tho blado of grans ou which ono treads. 
And oven now, during tho progress of this 
perilous undertaking, tbo lost of which be was 
•ibout to accomplish, not one of his iron nerves 
liad given way, not ouo of his fibres had 
•iliuddorod; he hits not onco thought either of 
his clanger or of his 'courage, Ho said to 
himself: "Tho work is hard," His thoughts 
:lld not go any further. 


But at the burst of tho enthusiasm of the 


multitude bolow, his eyes, which had never 
won the radiance of glory, his ears, which 
had never heard its formidable voice, opened 
suddenly to darling intoxication. From tho 
height where ho saw hnnsolf raised, ho em- 
braced tho skies, he ruled over tho earth, and 
tho thousands of men moving and shouting 
at his foot appeared to him smaller than 
ants. Ho who had till thou known nothing" 
of Immunity but Its miseries, he understood 
greatness, and felt himself arrayed with all 
its majesty I What could ho do, tho poor 
man, against this enthusiasm, tho echoes of 
which whirled aroimxl hira liko a vertigo? 


Ho was soon to bond down, to sit upon tho 


cjross, takes tho bird on his knees, undo the 
rags which ho had put around it to preserve 
it from collisions, and taking it with one 
tiad, and with tho other holding himself to 
the pivot, stands up straight. Having bent 
himself a little, ho lifted with his shoulders 
tho remains of tho old vano. which foil with a 
-•rush along the spire, alighting on tho roof of 
the church, and thon, taking tho bird by Its 
tall ho placed It on the pivot designed to, ro- 
'jcivo it, He bout down onco moro and sot it 
Into motion. Tho crowd saluted with terrific 
shouts tho first rotation of tho now woathor- 
oook of tho trteoplo, 


Tho poor wretch had now only to corao 


down, By letting himself slide first along 
tho cross, then along the polo, ho would find. 
at tho summit of tho spiro the ropes he had 
usod to pul I up thepplo and tho vauo; ho 
had thon only to coil ii ropo around each 
log aud to let himself slide down, hia 
buck conveniently loaning against tho roof.

and both cities, is enormous. I have gotten 
so now I can answer the question asked 
without looking in : the direction indi- 
cated, A woman said to mo yesterday; 'Is 
that Governor's islandf 
'Yew, ma'am,' said 


I, 'Is that, 8 to ton islandf 'Yes, ma'am.' 
'lithatH^ >Y«i, ma'am.' 'But you did 
not hear mf question,' said she. fliadam,* 
said I, .'you were about to ask whether that 
is Trinity church steeple,' She did not ques- 
tion mo any further," 


"Are yoqrreqnired to reply to all the ques-

"Oh, no. But it pays to be courteous, 


This morning a man from Connecticut asked 
if the largo cables woro hollow and usod to 
carry water from Brooklyn to Now York. I 
assured him thoy were, because that soomod 
to be the reply he expected. But as a rule I 
make replies to the best of my ability and as 
accurately as I can, People have tbe fun- 
niest notions about tho bridge.

"Do people betray any nervousness aboat 


the strength of the bridgef* 


"Not exactly nervousness, but they do 


itrange things that we con only ascribe to 
their thoughte about the diiaater, They take 
hold of the cables and try to •hake them. 
They jump up and down on the bridge, with 
the idea that their weight will cause the 
cables to sway. They auk minute question* 
about the way the cables are anchored, and 
whether there is any danger of tbo anchor- 
age giving way. A man over on the Brook- 
lyn ride makes a (point of feeling" of the 
fooudationi every time he goes acrbv, ap- 
parently to see if there are indications of 


coal,) and ttMohea He y aGenban, and ap- 
|)orentty M poor as a church mouse. Hf Uves 
In Chatham street, and takes hie watt erery 
morning eridenUy as a oonseitastonaL 
EvoryUiBthepaeKNa poUceman he gires a 
military salute. Then there is a little old 
woman living in Brooklyn who walks about 
half way acmai every morning, ghets quite 
feeble, and leans on a cane. Bhe has not 
miasod a morntng yet, and I think she hat 
improved to health. There Is a donah man 
whom we hate to look out for. Be works in 
New York, and once in a while goes home 
drunk, He gets taken coro of by the various

Speaking about that accident, Ithinktbat 


was one of the best things possible, To be 
sure, several persons lost their lives by it, but 
it taught the public a Icssoa Very few peo- 
ple stop long at ouo place, and we seldom 
have crowds to deal with. Besides thi*, the 
bridge is tbe best guarded place anywhere 
about here. There are thirty-two poUoemen 
on duty all the time. With evesy one on 
guard against danger, and so many polios- 
men to protect them, the chances are that 
such an accident will never, happen again, 
We have tbe most trouble with excursion 
parties. Somo of tho Now Jorsey roads givi 
excursion* to New York, Brooklyn, and the 
bridge. Of course tho excursionists come on 
to tho bridge iu a body. Every one is loaded 
with a square paper box containing lunch, 
and so uniform ore thoso boxes that you 
might think tlio same person put them all up. 
Tho excursionists oro pretty inquisitive as a 
rule, and usually thoy start out by tolling 
where they are from and what they are here 
for,

An odlcial report1 of tlio 


Oovornmont elates that tho mortali- 
ty caused by tho recent earthquake 
in Ischia has been grossly exagger- 
ated T bo number af lives lost was 
1,990, anil tho number of person ser- 
iously injuroil 374. Tho mortality 
terrible as it is admitted to be in 
tho official report, is only one-third 
or ono-qwirter of what it was orgin- 
ally reported to have beon. Com- 
pared with previous earthquakes in 
Europe it was an insignificant ca- 
tastrophe. The loss of life at Lis- 
bon has never been estimated at less 
than 00,000, and as many as 100,000 
perished iu Calabria by successive 
earthquake shocks in 1783, 
A cen- 


tury ago, however, tho mortality 
from such catastrophes was largely 
a matter of guesswork, whereas now 
it is ascertained with painstaking 
cnre by Government ofllcials or aci 
entitle oommfisions. 


It is probable that tho loss of life 


by volcanic eruptions and sea waves 
in Java and Sumatra has also been 
largely over-estimated, The earliest 
accounts of the calamity bore inter- 
nal evidence of exaggeration, and it 
was manifestly impossible for any 
eye-witness to form an accurate idea 
of the extent of the physical changes 
that had been wrought or the waste 
of human life with which those dis- 
turbances had been attended, While
